Inclusion v;as based on the extent of an item's 
usefulness to the prinary and secondary Australian school - 
librarian.*. * 

Dr'^ft copies of this 'bibliography, were circulated to various 
•personnel (involved la school 1 ibrarianship) throughout 
Australia. Certain materials v/ere re'jected and others 
added at this stage to add to the usefulness of the 
Libliography . Bibliographies rapid;y^, date and revisions 
r>hould take olaoe yearly for its usefulness -to continue. 
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* Research in Education retrieved a ndmber of ephemeral type 
materials (i.e. pamphlets\f rdm state departments of education 
materials produced, by school systems) which appeared to have 
usefulness. These documents are out of print or unavailable 
shortly afteif publication making the possibility of obtaining 
such documents highly unlikely for Australian libraries. 
Therefore, it is concluded to be of little use to include the
